Of The Window

FRANKFORT, Ky.— ' The sidewalks in front of tin state 
capitol looked deserted yesterday with only a few passers-by 
stopping to look at three University men with placards asking 
for the commutation of the death sentence of i lassie Cain 
Martin. 

Edward Morin, an instructor in the Department o! Eng- 
lish. and Robert llalfhill. a senior in the College of Arts and 
Sciences, were picketing ! >r the third da\ in two weeks. Ycs- 
terday they were joined by llctin Chapin, also an instructor 
in the Department of English. 

“Capital punishment is legalized murder and public re- 
venge"— “Death penalty is organized vengence. called justice . 
— “Cov. ( .ombs. please commute the sente net' of 1 1. C .’. Martin. 
These were some of the placards which caused either slight 
smiles or long stares from the lew onlookers. 

Martin is scheduled to die Thursday at midnight, or a 
few minutes thereafter." Julius Rather, a legal assistant to Can. 
Bert T. Combs, said. “Rut we keep a straight line to the state 
prison at Edcbville, in case any new evidence 1 crops up. 

Martin, along with W illie Caines Smith, were convicted 
of entering Brown s Liquor Dispensary at BBS X. Upper Street 
in Lexington March IS. i960, and demanding money from the 
proprietor. Olin Alexander. He handed them what yvas in the 
cash register, but they wanted more.

Alexander was knocked to the floor. One of the men 
stuck a ,'3S caliber pistol Ivetween his eyes and fired. Both 
Marten and Smith accuse each oth< r <>; firing the 1 fatal shot. 

The men are also accused of another crime 1 two days be- 
fore Alexander s murder. Martin and Smith were reported to 

have robbed the Leestoyvn 
I.iouor Store ol 8300 and of 
pistolyy flipping four people. 

In his office at Frankfort 
yesterday. Cov. Combs said: 
Jhis is one 1 ol the 1 most difficult 
task., of course', that a governor 
has. 1 yy i‘.h I did not have it. 
Since the duly i- mine 1 . 1 must 
discharge the duty according to 
the law yyhieh I have syvorn to 
uphold.

Mrs. H.ll Shine, curator of the 
rare book re, mi. said some of the 
collections on di. play are valued 
in the thorn -nds of dollars Many 
of the volumes are bound in 
leather and some have pages of 
parchment. 

The department lias concen- 
trated on collecting early and 
significant books of Kentuckiana 
and the Ohio Valley, she said. 

These hooks, which .Mrs. Shine 
believes comprise the nui-t ex- 
tensive collection of its type any- 
where. include original manu- 
scripts Ir, Kentucky authors 
.lames I, me Allen and John I >»\. 
Jr. 

Several of Henry Clay's letters 
are there, as well a. the original 
typescripts of Jesse Staurt’s 
books. There is even an assort- 
ment of old country tore records 
in the Kentuckiana collection.

Parchment manuscripts, writ- 
ten during the 1 1th to 15th cm- 
turies. were obtained from the 
Spanish archives. I htci-nlh c» n- 
turv French periodicals, rainy 
medieval manuscripts, and a col- 
lection of cliaphooks and broad- 
side ballads als<i are on display 

Dr. Jacqueline Bull, head of 
the special collections depart- 
ment. which oversees the rare 
book room, said the new room 
will be used mo.-tiy by the faculty, 
graduate students and visitors. 

The procedure for obtaining a 
book from the displays will be to 
ask permision from a p;\ ial col- 
lections worker on the fourth 
floor, she said. The book or man- 
uscript would then bp brought 
out to the student and he could 
examine it in a reading room.

Prof Explains Russian 
Meaning Of Co-existence 



“Russia does not mean the 
iceeptance ol the status quo 
a hen it speaks t>! co-exist- 
■nce. said Or. R. M. Rodes, 
nstructor in the Patterson 
School of Diplomacy and 
‘ imneree. in a lecture series 
in Nm iet studies. 



Dr. Rodes stressed the great 
economic and tech n o 1 o g i c a 1 
growth of Russia in the past 15 
years. 

"The Soviet Union is setting 
the 197l)’s as the target date for 
economically overtaking the nim- 
Uommunist world. We take their 
claims as excessive hut their gains 
have been rapid and there i> no 
reason t •» believe they won’t be 
rapid in the future Tiie gap is 
closing,’’ he said.

When that dis- 
cipline fell into disuse a general 
penance of the whole congrega- 
tion, symbolized by the use of 
ashes, took its place. 

The ashes are obtained by 
burning palms left over from the 
previous Palm Sunday cere- 
monies.
